FFY11l: The amount shown falls into three groupings. The Incremental Grant
has $951,616 is for pass thru projects that need agreements executed. In the
Base Grant, $71,482 is pass thru for subcontracts that need agreements
executed. The remaining $518,683 is earmarked for active MDE projects in the
Base and Incremental Grants.

FFY10: The amount shown falls into two groupings. The Base Grant has
